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NOTICE OF ALLOWABILITY 

Status of the Claims 

This action is in response to papers filed 27 May 2005 in which claims 1 and 45 were 
amended and the previous rejection was traversed. This action is further in response to an 
interview between the examiner and Applicant's representative on 7 June 2005 in which 
amendments were discussed to more clearly define the invention. 

The previous rejections in the Office Action dated 12 May 2005 are withdrawn in view of 
the amendments. The amendments place the pending claims in condition for allowance. 

Claims 1, 4-7, 9-10, 12-14 and 45 are in condition for allowance. 



Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/ or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1, line 5, after "screening the medium with a multisensor array" insert — in 
the same container as said reaction . 
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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims are drawn to method for monitoring PCR in real time using a multisensor 
array. While the prior art of Van Ness teaches real-time PCR detection, the prior art detection 
is down-stream of the reaction chamber. In contrast to the prior art, the instant claims 
require that the multisensor array be in same container as the PCR reaction whereby the PCR 
reaction is monitored in situ during the reaction. The prior art does not teach or suggest the 
proximity of the array with the reaction for in situ monitoring as claimed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the 
issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
